1876 ; and the said Synod do hereby adopt, enact, and sanction 
the said Code, and the Appendix thereto annexed, as now revised, 
amended, and enlarged, and declare the same to be \n future the 
Canons and Laws of the Episcopal Church in Scotland.

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INTKODTJCTIOST. 



Prefixed to Code of Canons, 1863. 



RELIGION, implying the obligation which we lie under to 
the service of God, must be of Divine Institution ; because 
God alone can tell how He will be worshipped and served by His 
creatures. Having revealed His will for this purpose, He has 
also from the beginning constituted and set apart certain per- 
sons to act as his more immediate Servants or Officers, and in 
that official relation to assist mankind in the performance of 
their religious duties. That this was the case under the Patri- 
archal and Mosaic Institutions, is evident from the history of 
both, contained in the Old Testament ; and that the case is the 
same under the Dispensation of the Gospel, is no less manifest 
from the account which the New Testament gives of the 
Establishment of the Christian Church. It is there recorded 
for our instruction, that our Blessed Saviour, the Author and 
Finisher of our Faith, and the Head over all things to His 
Church, when he had " called His Disciples unto Him, chose 
twelve of them;" whom He was pleased to distinguish by the 
title of "Apostles," or persons sent with a particular Commission 
to preach the Gospel; and with power to work miracles for 
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evincing the authority with which they were vested. The 
appointment afterwards of other seventy Disciples appears to 
have been of a temporary nature, to prepare for their Lord's 
reception in " every city or place," which He was to bless with 
His presence. After His resurrection from the dead, He enlarged 
the Commission given to His Apostles, extending the object of 
it to the conversion of " all nations," making them His Disciples, 
and bringing them under His tuition and discipline, by baptiz- 
ing them after the form and order of His appointment. Hence 
it is evident, that as long as there are nations or people upon 
earth, to be thus converted, disciplined, and baptized, so long 
must there be persons duly authorised for that purpose ; and 
whose authority can flow down in no other channel than that 
which leads up to the only source from which it can be derived 
— the command issued by Him, to Whom all power was given, 
both in heaven and on earth ; and Who, after declaring Him- 
self invested with this universal Sovereignty, immediately added, 
as a consequence of it, this extensive Commission to his 
Apostles — " Go ye therefore, make Disciples to Me of all nations, 
baptizing them in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost; and teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded ' you : and, lo, I am 
with you always " — in the act of handing down this Commis- 
sion — " even unto the end of the world." — This is the Funda- 
mental Charter, by which the Church of Christ holds its con- 
tinuance in the world, and will do so as long as the world itself 
continues. The preservation of its spiritual powers, in the way 
of Episcopal Succession, has ever marked the " continuance " of 
Christians after the example of the early converts "in the 
Apostles' doctrine and fellowship;" and from the constant 
attention shewn to this Ecclesiastical arrangement in the 
Apostolic age, we may justly infer that it was then considered 
as one of those things which our Lord's Apostles were com- 
manded to teach the nations to " observe," to watch over, and 
preserve in its pure and original form. Such is the form, in 
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which has been regularly handed down the Ecclesiastical 
authority of the Episcopal Church in Scotland; a Church in 
itself completely constituted and organized, in respect of spiritual 
power and sacred ministration by its own Bishops, Priests, and 
Deacons. In this character, being in full communion with the 
United Church of England and Ireland, and adopting as a 
Standard of her Faith the Thirty-Nine Articles of Eeligion, as 
received in that Church, she claims the authority which, accord- 
ing to the thirty-fourth of those Articles, belongs to " every 
particular or national Church, to ordain, change, or abolish 
Ceremonies or Eites of the Church ordained only by man's 
authority, so that all things be done to edifying." 

The doctrine of the Church, as founded on the authority of the 
Scripture, being fixed and immutable, ought to be uniformly 
received and adhered to, at all times and in all places. The 
same is to be said of its government, in all those essential parts 
of its Constitution, which were prescribed by its adorable Head. 
But in the discipline, which may be adopted for furthering the 
purposes of Ecclesiastical Government, regulating the solemnities 
of public worship, as to time, place, and form, and restraining 
and rectifying the evils, occasioned^ by human depravity, this 
character of immutability is not to be looked for. The discipline 
of the Church is to be determined by Christian wisdom, pru- 
dence, and charity ; and when any particular Church has drawn 
up a body of Canons for its own use, regard has always been 
had to its peculiar situation at the time when its discipline was 
thus regulated. In one country, a pure Apostolic Church is 
found to be legally established, amply endowed, and closely 
incorporated with the State ; while in another, forming a part 
of the same Empire, it is only tolerated by the State ; and as to 
all matters of spiritual concern, derives no support from the 
Civil Government. 

Such is precisely the difference of situation between the 
Established Church of England and Ireland, and the unestab- 
lished, the merely tolerated, Episcopal Church in Scotland. In 
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things of a purely ecclesiastical nature, embracing the Doctrine 
and Government of the Church, the faith peculiar to Chris- 
tianity, and the mode of transmitting an Apostolic Episcopacy 
— in these respects the Eeformed Episcopal Church is the same 
in every part of the British Empire. That System of religious 
faith and Ecclesiastical Order, by which it is distinguished in 
every district of England and Ireland, is also its mark' of dis- 
tinction to the remotest corner in Scotland; and although in 
this country it is wholly unconnected with the State in the 
exercise of its spiritual authority, yet does it still depend, under 
God, on the civil power for peace and protection, in the enjoy- 
ment of all its rights and privileges, as a society purely spiritual, 
and constituted for the purpose of affording the means of grace 
and salvation to the Members of Christ's mystical Body. 

Viewing it in this light, the Clergy of the Episcopal Church 
in Scotland declare, in the most sincere and unequivocal 
manner, that the Ecclesiastical Commission handed down to 
them has no relation to such secular powers and privileges as 
are peculiar to a National Establishment; nor does it in the 
least interfere with the rights of the Temporal State, or the 
jurisdiction of the supreme Civil Magistrate. On the contrary, 
the Clergy of this Church, of every rank and order, feel no 
hesitation in asserting and maintaining, that the Queen's Majesty, 
to whom they sincerely promise to bear true allegiance, is the 
only " Supreme Governor within her dominions, whose pre- 
rogative it is to rule all estates and degrees committed to her 
charge by God, and to restrain, with the civil sword, the stub- 
born and evil doers of every denomination, Clergymen as well 
as Laymen. They further declare that no foreign Prince, 
Person, Prelate, State, or Potentate hath, or ought to have, 
any jurisdiction, power, superiority, pre-eminence, or authority, 
ecclesiastical or spiritual, within this realm; and they do, 
from their hearts, abhor, detest, and abjure, as impious and 
heretical, that damnable doctrine and position, that Princes 
excommunicated or deprived by the Pope, or any authority of 
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the See of Kome, may be deposed or murdered by their sub-' 
jects, or any other whatsoever." 

Such are the solemn acknowledgments of the Queen's Sove- 
reignty required from Candidates for Holy Orders in the United 
Church of England and Ireland. A similar obligation, as ex- 
tended to all ecclesiastical persons, was enforced in a Code of 
Canon3 intended for the Established Church of Scotland in the 
Reign of Charles the First. But the attempt to introduce a 
proper system of discipline, conjoined to the uniform use of a 
Liturgy, was completely frustrated by the events of that dis- 
astrous period; and the troublesome, state of affairs in the two 
succeeding reigns was equally unfavourable to the establishment 
of order and unity in the Church. The Eevolution in 1688 set 
aside the legally established Episcopacy of Scotland; and for 
several years after the shock which our Church received by the 
termination of that national struggle, the Bishops had enough 
to do in keeping up a pure Episcopal Succession, till it should 
be seen^ what, in the course of Providence, might be further 
effected towards the preservation, though not of an Established, 
yet of a purely primitive Episcopal Church, in this part of the 
Kingdom. For this purpose, a few Canons were drawn up, and 
sanctioned by the Bishops, in the year 1743, which, though 
very well calculated to answer the purposes intended by them, 
while the Church was under legal restraint and threatened 
with persecution, still left room for considerable enlargement, 
and required *to have embodied with them, or added to them, 
several regulations suited to the condition of the Episcopal 
Church in this country after the restrictions and penalties 
imposed by the State had been withdrawn. 

In accomplishing this good work, some aid was naturally to 
be looked for from the Canons appointed for the Church of 
England in the year 1603, for the Church of Ireland in 1634, 
and for the Church of Scotland in 1636. For the purpose of 
collecting from -these, and other sources, a system of Ecclesi- 
astical Discipline proner for the Church under their episcopal 
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charge, the Protestant Bishops in Scotland came to the resolu- 
tion of holding a General Ecclesiastical Synod ; and being duly 
convocated by the Primus, did accordingly meet at Aberdeen, 
on Wednesday the 19th day of June in the year of our Lord 
1811, together with the Deans of their several Dioceses, and a 
Eepresentative of the Clergy from each Diocese containing more 
than four Presbyters, when a Code of Canons for preserving and 
regulating Order and Discipline in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in Scotland was adopted and sanctioned. A second 
General Synod met at Laurencekirk, in the county of Kin- 
cardine, on Wednesday the 18th day of June 1828, when the 
Canons of 1811 were revised and altered. A third was held at 
Edinburgh on Wednesday, 17th of June 1829, when some en- 
actments in the Sixteenth Canon of 1828 were repealed. A 
fourth General Synod assembled in Edinburgh on Wednesday 
the 29th of August 1838, when the Canons were again revised 
and considerably altered. Subsequently, in thfc course of time, 
cases of difficulty having arisen, especially respecting Judicial 
Processes, for which the Canons appeared to contain no adequate 
provisions and regulations, it was deemed necessary and ex- 
pedient, for this and other purposes, that the whole Code should 
be submitted to a careful revision, amendment, and extension. 
A Committee was consequently appointed by the College of 
Bishops in the year 1859, composed of an equal number of 
Clergy and Laity, who were requested " to consider the state of 
the existing Code of Canons, and to draw up a Eeport, pointing 
out the particulars therein which should appear to them to 
require amendment, and specifying such amplifications and 
additions as they should think desirable." 

A General Synod was thereafter summoned to consider the 
Eeport of the Committee, and met at Edinburgh on Tuesday 
the 8th, and was continued by adjournment till Wednesday the 
16th day of July 1862, when it was prorogued till Tuesday the 
30th day of September 1862 ; and having re-assembled on said 
30th day of September 1862, and continued by adjournment till 
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Saturday the 4th day of October 1862, after due deliberation 
and discussion, the Synod so assembled and constituted did 
cancel, annul, and recall Canons III. and IV. of the Code of 
Canons enacted in 1 838, and the said Synod did then adopt, 
enact, and sanction two Canons in lieu and in place of said 
Canons thus cancelled, annulled, and recalled — " I. For pro- 
viding Vacant Dioceses with duly elected Bishops ; " and " II. 
For the appointment of Coadjutor Bishops," and was thereafter 
prorogued till Tuesday the 3d day of February 1863. Which 
General Synod having again re-assembled in Edinburgh on 
Tuesday the 3d day of February 1863, and being then and there 
duly and solemnly constituted w T ith prayer, after full delibera- 
tion and discussion, being continued by adjournment from day 
to day until Friday the 13th day of February 1 863, the said 
Synod, so assembled and constituted, did cancel, annul, and 
recall the Code of Canons as enacted in 1838, together with the 
Appendix thereto annexed, as well as the said two Canons 
enacted at the previous meeting of this Synod, on the 4th day 
of October 1862 ; and the said Synod do hereby adopt, enact, 
and sanction the following revised and amended Code of 
Canons, and Appendix thereto annexed, and declare them to 
be in future the Code for regulating and preserving Order and 
Discipline in the said Church in Scotland. 

In testimony whereof, We, Members of the said Synod, have 
hereunto annexed our names and designations in the Eegister 
Book of the Episcopal College ; and we have, moreover, entrusted 
to the Primus, the Clerk of the Episcopal College, and the Pro- 
locutor of the Second Chamber, the duty of causing the Canons 
now approved and sanctioned to be faithfully engrossed in the 
foresaid Register, and, together with this Introduction, to be 
printed for the general use of the Church. For these purposes, 
the copy which has been read over before the two Chambers in 
General Synod assembled, has been signed on each page thereof 
in presence of the Synod by the Primus and the Prolocutor, and 
handed over to the Primus, to be committed to the custody of 
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the Clerk of the Episcopal College, whose duty it is to preserve 
the said Eegister and the General Eecords of the Church, 
amongst the said Eecords.

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CODE OF CANONS. 



CANON I. 
@f Preaerfcmg tfje (Episcopal Succession anti tfje 2Tftreef0tt» fStinistrg. 

1. Whereas the Episcopal Church in Scotland, as a branch 
of the One Holy Catholic and Apostolic Church of Christ, 
inviolably retains in the Sacred Ministry the Three Orders 
of Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, as of Divine Institution, it is 
enacted that, according to the Apostolic Canon, a Bishop be 
consecrated by two or three Bishops — by not fewer than three 
in all ordinary cases — and that Priests and Deacons be ordained 
by one Bishop ; the right of consecration and ordination belong- 
ing to the order of Bishops only. 

2. No person shall be consecrated a Bishop of this Church 
before he hath completed the thirtieth year of his age, nor with- 
out the consent and approbation of the majority of the Bishops. 



CANON II. 
©f tfje (Election anto ©ffice of tfje Primus. 

1. A Primus shall be chosen by the Bishops out of their own 
number, by a majority of the Diocesan Bishops of this Church, 
without their being bound either by seniority of consecration or 
by precedency of Diocese. 

2. The Bishops shall, by transmitting to him a Deed of 
Nomination (according to Appendix No. I.), induct into the 
office of Primus the Bishop so elected. 

B 
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3. The Primus shall preside at all Meetings of the College of 
Bishops at which he may he present, but shall have no power or 
prerogative, except what is expressly conveyed to him by these 
Canons. 

4. When the Primus is not present, the Bishop senior by 
consecration present shall preside and act in his place. 

5. On the occurrence of a vacancy in the office of Primus, the 
Bishop senior by consecration shall immediately acquire and 
exercise the powers and prerogatives attached to that office, until 
a majority of the Bishops shall have appointed a successor, as 
herein directed. 

CANON III. 
©f tfje (Election of JSfefjopg to fcacant Bioceseg, 

1. On the death of any Diocesan Bishop, the Dean of the 
Diocese shall notify the same in writing to the Primus, or to 
the Bishop exercising his powers, who shall thereupon, in the 
name of himself and his colleagues, issue a mandate according 
to the form (Appendix No. II.), through the Dean, to the Clergy 
and Laity of the vacant Diocese who may be entitled to vote, 
requiring them to proceed to the election of a Bishop. 

2. In the event of the translation, resignation, or deprivation 
of a Bishop, or of the non-confirmation of an election, the 
Primus, when he notifies the same, shall issue a mandate for the 
purpose stated and in the manner provided for in section 1 of 
this Canon. 

3. On receiving the said mandate, the Dean shall summon a 
meeting of the electors on such day and at such place within 
the Diocese as he shall see fit, provided that the day shall not be 
less than one nor more than two calendar months from the date 
of his receiving the mandate from the Primus. 

4. If the office of Dean be vacant, the Incumbent who is 
senior, according to the date of his institution in the Diocese, 
shall act as Dean ; and if the office of Synod Clerk be vacant, 
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the Dean, or acting Dean, shall appoint one of the Incumbents 
of the Diocese to act as Clerk at the said Meeting. 

5. The Clergy who have a right to vote shall consist of all 
Presbyters instituted to a cure of souls within the Diocese, 
whether to a single or to a collegiate charge, and of Presbyters 
who have resided within the Diocese, and held a formal license 
from the Bishop, and officiated continuously in the Diocese, 
though not necessarily in the same place, for not less than two 
years immediately preceding. No Congregation shall be entitled 
to more than two Clerical voters at any such election. No 
Clergyman shall vote for his own election. In the election of a 
Bishop, a vote by proxy for one person, to be named in the form 
of proxy, shall be allowed, provided that a medical certificate 
declaring the voter's inability to attend on account of sickness 
accompanies the written proxy (Appendix No. XV.). No second 
proxy for an absent elector shall be allowed at the same meeting. 

6. No collegiate charge, constituted as such within six months 
previous to the election of a Bishop, shall qualify the last 
instituted Incumbent thereof to vote at such election. 

7. On the day and at the place appointed, after the Celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, the Dean or acting Dean shall 
constitute the meeting and read the mandate, and the Clergy 
and Laity qualified to vote shall then proceed to elect a Bishop. 
After the nomination of a suitable person or persons, which 
shall always be made by the Clerical Members, the Lay Repre- 
sentatives shall form themselves into a separate Chamber for 
the purpose of voting, and shall elect a Preses. No person shall 
be held to be duly elected Bishop unless he shall have obtained 
in each Chamber a majority of the votes actually given. In 
each Chamber it shall be competent to any elector to vote 
either for or against any person who may be proposed, but 
electors present who decline to vote shall be held as non- 
electors pi*o hac vice. In case of more than one name being 
submitted, a vote shall be taken in both Chambers on each in 
succession. 

8. The failure on the part of any Congregation in the Diocese

to send a Kepresentative to the meeting called for the election 
of a Bishop, shall not be held to affect the validity of the pro- 
ceedings therein. 

9. If, on a vote being taken, no person shall have a majority 
as aforesaid, the meeting may either proceed to take another 
vote for the same or other persons, or may adjourn from time to 
time; and at every such adjourned meeting the proceedings 
shall be commenced de novo. 

10. In the event of any difference arising in the course of the 
proceedings as to the ruling of the Dean in the Clerical Chamber, 
or of the Preses in the Lay Chamber, an appeal to the Bishops 
in Synod shall be competent, provided such appeal be lodged 
with the Clerk to the Episcopal Synod within fourteen days 
after the date of the meeting of electors; the decision of the 
Bishops shall be final. 

11. If no election shall have been made either at the first or 
any adjourned meeting within six calendar months next after 
the date of the mandate for the election, or, when an appeal has 
been duly lodged with the Episcopal Synod, within three calendar 
months next after the decision on the said appeal, the right of 
election to the Bishopric shall lapse to the Episcopal Synod. In 
the event of the Episcopal Synod being equally divided, the 
Primus or presiding Bishop shall have a casting vote, anything 
in these Canons to the contrary notwithstanding. 

12. In no case shall the person elected have jurisdiction in or 
over the Diocese until his election shall have been confirmed 
by at least a majority of the Diocesan Bishops of this Church 
(Appendix No. IV.), and until he shall have received Consecra- 
tion (unless he be already of the Episcopal Order) and Collation; 
and if the election shall not be confirmed as aforesaid, the same 
shall be held null and void, and a mandate shall be issued for a 
new election. 

13. Every person elected to the office of Bishop shall, pre- 
vious to the confirmation of his election, promise obedienre 
to the Canons, by adhibiting his signature thereto in the 
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form (Appendix No. IX.) ; and no other promise, either written 
or verbal, shall be required from or given by any person as a 
condition of his confirmation. 

14. Every election shall be held to be confirmed, unless, 
within two months after the election, a majority of the Bishops 
shall have declared, in a writing addressed to the Dean or 
acting Dean of the Diocese, that they have sufficient reason 
not to be satisfied of the fitness of the person elected by the 
meeting. 

. 15. The Bishops shall proceed, within two months after the 
date of confirmation, to consecrate and collate the person elected 
and confirmed. 

16. During the vacancy of any Diocese, the Primus shall act 
as Bishop of the Diocese. 



CANON IV. 

©f 3Lag Eepregmtatuje*. 

1. In all Congregations which have been formed into Incum- 
bencies, the Male Communicants of not less than twenty-one 
years of age shall have power to elect a Lay Eepresentative, 
who shall have a vote in the election of the Bishop. 

2. The said Lay Eepresentative shall be a Male Communicant 
of the Diocese, and not under twenty-four years of age. He 
shall continue to hold office for three years, and be capable of 
re-election. The election of such Lay Eepresentative shall take 
place at a meeting called for the purpose, or at the stated annual 
meeting of the Congregation, and his election, together with the 
date thereof, shall, within ten days thereafter, be communicated 
by the Chairman of the meeting to the Synod Clerk of the 
Diocese for registration, and through him to the Dean. — (See 
Appendix No. XVI. for Form of Requisition for the Election 
of a Lay Representative.) 
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3. Notice of the place, day, and hour of meeting for the 
election of the said Lay Eepresentative shall be given by the 
officiating Clergyman during Morning Prayer, not less than 
fourteen days previous to the day on which such meeting is to 
be held. 

4. At said meeting the Clergyman, if present, shall be Chair- 
man, and, in his absence, the Chairman shall be elected by the 
meeting, but neither shall have a casting vote. 

5. In the case of an equality of votes there shall be no 
election. 



CANON V.

and Beacons. 

1. The Episcopal Church in Scotland, retaining the observance 
of the Ember Weeks, requires that all Ordinations shall be 
performed at those seasons, unless, for reasons of necessity, the 
Bishop shall appoint another time. 

2. All Consecrations and Ordinations shall be performed 
according to the " form and manner of making, ordaining, and 
consecrating of Bishops, Priests, and Deacons " set forth in the 
Book of Common Prayer as now used in the Church of England, 
with the necessary verbal alterations which the different 
circumstances of the two Churches require, such as saying 
" this Church " instead of " this Kealm," or " this Church of 



England." 

3. At the Consecration of Bishops, the Primus, when he is 
present, shall perform what is directed in the English Ordinal, 
referred to in section 2 of this Canon, to be done by the Arch- 
bishop.

CANON VI. 

©f Coadjutor Bfefjopg. 

1. When a Bishop is incapacitated for the government of 
his Diocese by age or infirmity, a Coadjutor Bishop may be 
appointed. 

2. The College of Bishops shall be the sole judges whether 
the circumstances of the case require such an appointment. 

3. The election of a Coadjutor Bishop shall be conducted 
in the same manner as is provided in the case of a vacant 
Diocese. 

4. The Coadjutor Bishop shall attend Episcopal and General 
Synods of the Church, and be entitled to give his opinion and 
advice on any matter under consideration, but shall have no 
vote except in the absence of the Bishop to whom he is 
Coadjutor. 

5. The Coadjutor Bishop shall perform such diocesan duties 
and exercise such episcopal authority in the Diocese as the 
Bishop shall assign to him ; and if the Bishop shall not assign 
any such duties and authority, or if any difference shall arise 
between the Bishop and his Coadjutor respectively regarding 
the same, the matter shall be decided by the College of Bishops. 

6. When the Diocese becomes vacant, the Coadjutor Bishop 
shall succeed as Bishop of the Diocese, and shall be forthwith 
collated thereto.

If a Bishop shall desire to resign his Diocese, he shall give 
in his resignation to the Primus in writing, or (if lie be himself 
Primus or acting Primus) to the Bishop senior by Consecration. 
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CANON VIII. 

©f tije Eesfoence of JBiocesan JBfefjopg. 

Every Bishop and Coadjutor Bishop appointed to the charge 
of a Diocese shall have his residence within the bounds of 
his Diocese, unless, upon the ground of ill-health or other 
important considerations, it should for a time be undesirable, 
and of such exceptional circumstances the College of Bishops 
shall judge. 



CANON IX. 

©f tije Separation, Subto&feion, anto Union of IBiocege*, anti of 

altering tije 3Limite thereof. 

1 . The Episcopal • Synod shall have the power, subject to 
restrictions set forth in sections 2, 3, and 4, of separating 
Dioceses which have been united, of subdividing existing 
Dioceses, of uniting two or more Dioceses under one Bishop, 
and of transferring any district from one Diocese to another 
Diocese to which such district is contiguous. 

2. During the incumbency of any Bishop, it shall not be 
lawful for the Episcopal Synod to alter the limits of his Diocese 
without his concurrence. 

3. When, upon the vacancy of a Diocese, it shall appear to 
a majority of the Episcopal Synod desirable to make additions 
to any other existing Dioceses, it shall not be competent for the 
Bishop to whose Diocese it is proposed to make additions to 
decline to receive such additions under his episcopal charge. 

4. No alteration in the limits of a Diocese shall be carried 
into effect without an opportunity being given to the Synods 
of the respective Dioceses to be affected by the proposed change 
to consider the proposal, and to communicate their opinions 
thereon to the Episcopal Synod. 
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CANON X. 

©i tfje ©ualificattong, age, atrti Ole of Cantofoatea for f^olg ©rtoerg. 

1. No person shall be admitted to the Holy Order of Deacons 
or Priests who has not taken a Degree in Arts or in Law in one 
of the Universities herein-after named, viz. — St. Andrews, Glas- 
gow, Aberdeen, Edinburgh, Oxford, Cambridge, Dublin, London, 
Durham, and the Queen's University in Ireland, or a University 
or College out of the United Kingdom, approved of by a formal 
resolution of the College of Bishops, — or who has not obtained a 
Certificate from a Central Board of Examiners to be appointed 
by the College of Bishops for the whole Church that he is duly 
qualified in the liberal Arts. 

2. The Candidate must also produce a certificate of having 
attended the usual course of the Lectures of the Pantonian 
Professor of Theology, and of the Church's Professor of Ecclesi- 
astical History, or a similar course, extending over a period of 
not less than two academical years, at some University or 
Theological " College connected with this Church or any of 
the Churches in communion with it. 

3. Before any person be admitted to the Holy Order of 
Deacons he shall be examined by two or more Presbyters 
appointed for that purpose by the Bishop in whose Diocese 
he is to exercise his Ministry. Such examination shall include 
(at least) the Sacred Scriptures ; the New Testament in the 
original Greek; the Creeds; the Liturgies; the Articles of 
Eeligion in Latin as well as English ; all the other Formularies 
and the Canons of this Church ; and such other subjects in 
Theology and in Ecclesiastical History as shall be prescribed 
by the Bishop. The Candidate shall further satisfy the ex- 
aminers of his fitness for his office as regards the composing 
and delivery of a Sermon, and other duties of the Ministry. 

4. Before a Candidate's admission to examination, the Bishop 
must be satisfied of his good life and conversation, by letters 
testimonial, and by an attestation that the form usually called 
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Si Quis (Appendix Nos. V. and VI.) has been publicly read in 
the Congregation of which he is a member. 

5. If special and extraordinary circumstances in any case 
render it unadvisable to exact the requirements set forth in 
sections 1 and 2 of this Canon, these requirements may be 
dispensed with, and the ordaining Bishop shall be the sole 
judge of the propriety of granting such dispensation. 

6. No one shall be promoted to the Order of Priests until he 
shall have passed a second and still more full and complete 
examination. 

7. No Bishop shall admit any person to the Office of a Deacon 
until such person shall have attained the age of twenty-three 
years, nor to the Order of Priests until he shall have attained the 
age of twenty-four years. 

8. No person shall be ordained either Deacon or Priest with- 
out a bona fide, Title. 

9. No Bishop shall admit any person into Holy Orders whose 
Title is not w T ithin his own Diocese, unless such person shall 
bring Letters Dimissory from the Bishop of the Diocese wherein 
his Ministry is to be exercised. — (Appendix No. VII.) ,

©f Subscription to tfje SKjirtg-Nine 3rttcl£* of Beltgtott, atrti 
©betiience to tfje (lanon* atrti SEribunate of tfje (Efjurcfj. 

1. No person shall be received into the Ministry of the Epis- 
copal Church in Scotland until he has first subscribed (accord- 
ing to the form in Appendix No. VIII.) willingly and ex animo 
to the Book of Articles of Beligion, agreed upon by the Arch- 
bishops and Bishops of both Provinces of the Eealm of England, 
and the whole Clergy thereof, in the Convocation holden at 
London in the year of our Lord one thousand five hundred and 
sixty-two, and hath acknowledged all and every the Articles 
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therein contained, being in number Thirty-Nine, besides the 
Ratification, to be agreeable to the Word of God. 

2. Every person at his ordination shall promise (according 
to the form in Appendix No. IX.) to render due obedience to 
the Canons and to the decisions and judgments of the Tri- 
bunals of this Church, and to shew in all things an earnest 
desire to promote the peace, unity, and order of that part of the 
Church of Christ in which he shall be authorised to exercise his 
Ministry. 

CANON XII. 
©f tfje Contrition* anto fHotoe of Institution to a pastoral (Efjarge. 

1. When the Pastoral Charge of any Church becomes vacant, 
the right of presentation shall be exercised by the person or 
persons in whom the same is vested by the Constitution of the 
said Church, or whose right of patronage has been established 
to the satisfaction of the Bishop of the Diocese, subject to 
appeal to the Episcopal Synod at the instance of the person 
or persons claiming the right of patronage, or of the presentee. 
A record of all such rights, when admitted, shall be made in the 
Register of the Diocese. 

2. No Presbyter shall take upon himself the Pastoral Charge 
of any Congregation to which he may be presented, or shall be- 
come entitled to, or receive the emoluments of any Benefice, until 
the Bishop of the Diocese in which such Charge Or Benefice is 
situated has accepted the Deed of Presentation (Appendix No. 
X.), and instituted him according to the form (Appendix No. 
XII.) ; provided that if the Bishop shall accept the presenta- 
tion, and shall subsequently institute the presentee, the date of 
the presentation shall be accounted for all purposes as the date 
of the Institution, and shall be so inserted in the Deed of In- 
stitution itself. 

3. No Bishop shall institute any Clergyman to a Pastoral 
Charge in his Diocese until such Clergyman has produced 
Letters of Orders, shewing that he has been episcopally and 
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canonically ordained, as well as the Testimonials (according to 
the form, Appendix No. XL) required for Institution, to be 
subscribed by two or more Presbyters, and countersigned by the 
Bishop of the Diocese in which they severally serve, and shall 
have satisfied the Bishop of his acquirements in Literature and 
Theology. 

4. If the Candidate for Institution shall have come from one 
of the Churches enumerated in Canon XVIIL, section 1, and 
shall have resided in Scotland for more than three months with- 
out holding a License from one of the Bishops of this Church, 
he must present, not only the proper Testimonials from his 
Mother Church, but likewise a Testimonial satisfactory to the 
Bishop from at least one Clergyman, or two Male Communicants, 
to whom he has been personally known during the period of his 
residence in Scotland. 

5. Every Candidate presented to the Bishop for Institution 
shall sign the Thirty-Nine Articles, and promise due obedience 
to the Canons of this Church (according to the form, Appendix 
Nos. VIII. and IX.). 

6. Every presentation shall be disposed of by the Bishop 
within three months from the date of his receipt thereof, in a 
writing under his hand ; the presentee or patron being allowed 
an appeal to the Episcopal Synod in case of a refusal on the part 
of the Bishop to institute the presentee. 

7. If no Presentation to a vacant Charge shall be made within 
six calendar months next after the vacancy has taken place, or 
within six calendar months after the Bishop has refused to accept 
the presentation already made, or, in the case of an appeal, within 
three calendar months of the date of a decision thereon by the 
Episcopal Synod, the right of presentation shall, for that time 
only, lapse to the Bishop of the Diocese, whose appointment shall 
be binding on all the members of the Congregation. 

8. If in any case in which the right of presentation rests with 
the Bishop a Charge remain vacant for six months, the appoint- 
ment shall lapse to the College of Bishops. 
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CANON XIII. 
©f tfje Eegfoence of (Elergg. 

1. Every Clergyman having a Pastoral Charge, or licensed 
to officiate regularly in any Congregation, shall reside in the 
Parsonage, unless for sufficient reason to be approved by the 
Bishop; or, if there be no Parsonage, in some place of easy 
and convenient access to the members of his Congregation. 

2. No Clergyman shall absent himself from his Charge without 
providing a substitute, nor shall any Clergyman be absent from 
his Charge for more than six weeks at a time without also ob- 
taining the written consent of the Bishop given under his hand. 



CANO.N XIV. 

©f tfje proper (Clerical Stutrie*. 

The Clergy of this Church shall apply themselves diligently 
to the study of the Holy Scriptures, and the writings of the 
Fathers of the Primitive Church, that they may be able, in their 
Sermons and otherwise, to instruct the people under their charge 
in the true Catholic Doctrine and Principles of the Church. 



CANON XV. 

©f Blamelessttesg of iLife anto demeanour require* in tfje Clergg. 

1. All Bishops, Priests, and Deacons being specially bound 
to set an example to the flock by the blameless manner in which 
they order their own lives, and, so far as in them lies, the lives 
of their families, it is hereby enacted that any Clergyman who 
fails so to dd shall be liable to censure, — if a Bishop, from his 
brethren of the Episcopal College, if a Priest or Deacon, from his 
Bishop.

2. The same liability to receive censure as aforesaid shall be 
incurred by any Clergyman who shall give reasonable cause for 
offence, by want of seemliness and sobriety in his dress, or by 
any habits or demeanour which are inconsistent with the gravity 
of his sacred calling, or calculated to bring it into disrespect. 



CANON XVI. 

©f dlerss fofjo abandon tfje Ser&ice of tije (Efjurrfj. 

If any Bishop, Priest, or Deacon shall abandon the Service 
of the Church, and betake himself to any worldly business, or 
shall forsake the Communion of the Church, he shall not be 
allowed to resume the exercise of any Ministerial Office in this 
Church until he shall have given to the proper authority evidence 
of the sincerity of his repentance for the fault which he has 
committed. 

CANON XVII. 

©I Curate* or ^tesfetante. 

1. Any Incumbent, or any Presbyter licensed to a sole charge 
within this Church, may present to the Bishop, to be licensed 
by him as Curate or Assistant, a person in Holy Orders, or one 
who is ready to be admitted thereunto by the said Bishop. 

2. No person shall act as Curate or Assistant for more than 
one calendar month without the license of the Bishop. 

3. The conditions of the appointment of a Curate or Assistant, 
as settled between the Incumbent, Church Wardens, Managers, 
or Vestry, on the one side, and the person so presented on the 
other, shall be communicated to the Bishop in writing when he 
is called upon to grant license. 

4. The Bishop shall grant license (according to the form, 
Appendix No. XIV.) in all cases where the person so nominated 
possesses the qualifications required by Canon XII., unless, for 
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reasons which appear to him to be sufficient, the Bishop shall 
object to grant the license, in which case an appeal shall lie to 
the Episcopal Synod. 

5. If the license be withdrawn by the Bishop, an appeal shall 
lie to the Episcopal Synod. 



CANON XVIII. 
©I tfje atrmfegion of Stranger* to officiate m tijfe (Efjurcfj. 

1. The Episcopal Church in Scotland recognises, as in full 
communion with herself, the Churches of England and Ireland, 
the Colonial and other Branches of the same Churches, and the 
Frotestant Episcopal Church in America. 

2. No person shall be permitted to officiate in sacred things, 
permanently or occasionally, in any Congregation of this Church, 
except he shall have been episcopally and canonically ordained, 
and shall also conform to the doctrine and discipline of this 
Church. 

3. No person shall officiate in this Church for another Clergy- 
man, unless he shall have previously satisfied the said Clergyman, 
or, in case* of his absence, the Bishop of the Diocese, that lie has 
been duly ordained in accordance with the provisions of section 
2 of this Canon, and that his principles and conduct are con- 
sistent with the doctrine and discipline of this Church. 

4. No Clergyman shall officiate in any Congregation in this 
Church for more than one month without a written license 
under the hand of the Bishop of the Diccese, and no Clergyman 
who has availed himself of this implied permission shall be 
allowed to officiate again in the same Church within a period of 
three months unless he obtain the license of the Bishop. 

5. Every Clergyman who officiates in any Congregation of this 
Church, not being the Incumbent or licensed Minister thereof, 
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shall be required to inscribe in a book, which shall be kept in 
the Vestry for that purpose, his name, his present preferment, 
if any, the title of the Bishop by whom he was ordained, the 
date of his ordination, and the day when he so officiated in the 
Church. 



CANON XIX. 

©f IBioceaan Independence, anto tfje Surfetuction of HHoceaan 

Btefjop*. 

1. No Bishop or Clergyman of one Diocese shall interfere, 
either directly or indirectly, with the concerns of another Diocese. 

2. The Clergy of a Diocese shall take no direction for their 
official conduct but from their own Bishop, except in the case 
of a decision or judgment of the Supreme Court of the Church 
duly and canonically pronounced. 

3. No Bishop of one Diocese shall perform any episcopal 
functions in another, without- the sanction of the Bishop thereof. 



CANON XX. 

©i tfje jForming of nefo Incumbencies, anto tfje 3E*tafrlfefjhuj of 

fHfegion*. 

1. It shall be competent to the Bishop to sanction the opening 
of a Mission in any part of his Diocese whenever it may seem to 
him desirable. But if any Incumbent whose interests, or the 
interests of whose Charge, may appear to be injuriously affected 
by the opening of such Mission, shall object in writing to the 
sanction of the Bishop being given, the Bishop shall not proceed 
therein until he shall have taken the opinion of the Synod of 
his Diocese on the subject ; and if objection shall be taken to the 
opening of such Mission by a majority of the Presbyters present, 
an appeal to the Episcopal Synod shall be allowed, whose deci- 
sion shall be final. Every new Congregation shall be considered 
as a Mission until it shall be formed into an Incumbency. 
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2. No Congregation shall hereafter be constituted an Incum- 
bency until a Church or suitable building for Divine Worship 
shall have been provided to the satisfaction of the Bishop, and 
until a Constitution for the said Church shall have been sanc- 
tioned by hina in writing, and, further, until adequate provision 
shall have been secured for the maintenance of the Ministry in 
the said Church. # 

3. The Bishop, on receiving an application from any Congrega- 
tion, or from any person or persons in his judgment representing 
the same, that a Mission shall be declared an Incumbency, shall 
submit the said application to the next meeting, stated or special, 
of the Diocesan Synod, and after hearing the opinions of the 
Members of Synod, shall announce his decision thereon. If the 
decision of the Bishop shall not agree with that of a majority of 
the Presbyters present, being voting Members of Synod, an 
appeal to the Episcopal Synod shall be competent, at the instance 
of the applicants or of the said majority. 

4. Private Chapels which are, with the sanction of the Bishop, 
in accordance with the provisions of section 1, opened for Divine 
Worship to others than members of the household or family, 
shall be held to be in the same position as Mission Chapels. A 
Clergyman licensed to such Private Chapel shall hold the same 
position as a Clergyman licensed to a Mission, provided that the 
Services be regularly carried on therein throughout the year. 



CANON XXI. 
©f tfje office of JBean. 

1. In every Diocese there shall be a Dean, appointed to that 
office by the Bishop, according to the form (Appendix No. XIII.), 
from among the instituted Clergy of the Diocese, who shall hold 
his office for life, under the conditions stated in section 2 of this 
Canon. 

2. The Dean's appointment shall be held to be ipso facto 
cancelled, if he shall cease to be an Incumbent in the Diocese, 

c 
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or if he shall be sentenced to suspension or deprivation of 
his ministerial functions after canonical trial. 

3. The Dean shall preside at Synods in the absence of the 
Bishop, and also when the See is vacant. 



CANON XXII. 
©f Hje office of Sg n ^ Cfa*# 

1. In every Diocese the Clergy entitled to vote shall appoint 
one of their number to act as Synod Clerk, who shall hold his 
office for life, under the conditions stated in sections 2 and 3 of 
this Canon. In the case of an equality of votes, the Bishop 
shall have the selection. 

2. The Synod Clerk's appointment shall be held to be voided 
if he shall cease to be a member of Synod, or if he shall be 
sentenced to suspension from ministerial functions after can- 
onical trial, or if, in the judgment of the Synod, he shall be 
found inefficient in the discharge of his official duties. 

3. The same person shall not hold at the same time the offices 
of Synod Clerk and Dean of the Diocese. 

4 The Synod Clerk shall have the custody of the Minute- 
Books of the Diocesan Synod, and shall keep a Begister of 
Ordinations and Consecrations, and such other Begisters as the 
Bishop shall deem requisite. He shall make such entries in 
the Begister as the Bishop in Synod shall appoint. 

5. At meetings of Synod the Synod Clerk shall take notes 
of the proceedings, and when these shall have been revised, 
they shall be extended and engrossed, and at the next Synod 
these minutes shall be read, and if approved of, they shall 
receive^the President's signature. 

G. The Synod Clerk shall summon the Clergy to meet in 
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Diocesan Synod according to the directions of the Bishop or of 
the Dean of the Diocese. 

7. During a vacancy in the office of Synod Clerk, or in case 
of his absence, the Bishop shall appoint one of the Incumbents 
to act as Synod Clerk pro tempore.

The Bishop may appoint a learned and discreet Layman to 
be Chancellor for the Diocese, to advise him in legal matters, 
and to act as his assessor at Diocesan Synods. 



CANON XXIV. 

©f tfje office of JBtocegan Eegfetrar. 

The Bishop of each Diocese shall appoint a Eegistrar, to 
whose custody shall be entrusted the Titles and Constitutions 
of Churches, or authenticated copies of the same, and of all 
other Ecclesiastical Property connected with the Diocese. 



CANON XXV. 

©f tfje office of JBioceaan 2tut»itor. 

1. The Bishop of each Diocese shall appoint an Auditor, at 
whose sight all monies collected under the Bishop's sanction for 
Church or School purposes shall be consigned in a chartered 
bank, or otherwise invested, in the names of at least two persons 
as Trustees, to the satisfaction of the Bishop, and the Bishop 
shall intimate to the Auditor all cases in which he has granted 
his sanction for such purpose. 
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2. It shall be the duty of all persons who have obtained the 
Bishop's sanction for a pecuniary appeal for Church purposes, 
to furnish an annual return of the sums collected by them 
during the past year to the Diocesan Auditor, together with 
certified copies of the bank accounts and other vouchers. 

3. The Auditor shall present a report to the Bishop fourteen 
days before the meeting of the Annual Diocesan Synod, stating 
the amounts returned to him as collected — that they have been 
invested at his sight in compliance w r ith this Canon — and 
setting forth the cases, if any, in which the provisions of this 
Canon have been neglected. 

4. If in any case the provisions of this Canon, or any of 
them, are neglected by the fault of the persons who have ob- 
tained the Bishop's sanction as aforesaid, and if an explanation 
of such neglect is not given by the said persons to the Bishop's 
satisfaction, the Auditor shall give due notice that the Bishop's 
sanction has been withdrawn. 



CANON XXVI. 

©f JBfocwan Sgtufog. 

1. An Annual Diocesan Synod shall be holden in every 
Diocese, at such time and place as the Bishop (or the Dean, 
empowered by him) shall appoint. 

2. Special meetings of Synod shall be holden whenever the 
Bishop sees cause. 

3. In the case of Annual Synods due notice shall be trans- 
mitted by post to the Clergy of the Diocese, not less than one 
calendar month, and in the case of Special Synods not less than 
ten days, before the day appointed for holding the same. 

4. The Synod shall consist of the Bishop, the Dean, and of 
all Presbyters instituted to a cure of souls within the Diocese, 
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whether to a single or to a collegiate charge, and of Presbyters 
who have resided within the Diocese, and held a formal license 
from the Bishop, and officiated continuously in the Diocese, 
though not necessarily in the same place, for not less than two 
years immediately preceding. 

5. The Diocesan Synod shall also be attended by all the other 
Clergy of the Diocese, who shall be entitled to give their opinions 
on any subject which comes before the Synod. 

6. Every Clergyman of the Diocese is required to attend the 
Meetings of the Diocesan Synod. If any Clergyman shall be 
hindered from attending a Synod, he shall intimate the cause 
of his absence to the Bishop, who shall be the judge of its 
sufficiency, and, if possible, this intimation shall be made pre- 
vious to the meeting of Synod. If no such intimation be 
given, or if the cause assigned for absence be deemed insuffi- 
cient by the Bishop, the absentee, for a first offence, shall be 
subject to the censure of the Bishop. If, after such censure, he 
shall repeat the offence, the Bishop may proceed against him in 
Synod for contempt. 

7. Previous to the sitting of Synod, Divine Service shall 
be performed, including Holy Communion, and also, if it shall 
have been so ordered by the Bishop, a Sermon shall be 
preached. 

8. Every Incumbent or Clergyman licensed to a Pastoral 
Charge shall, at least one month previously to the Annual 
Meeting of Diocesan Synod, transmit to the Synod Clerk a 
return of the state of the Congregation under his charge. A 
summary of these returns shall be made by the Synod Clerk, 
and be laid, along with the schedules, before the Synod at their 
meeting, and be engrossed in the minutes. A copy thereof 
shall be annually transmitted to the Primus by the Synod Clerk 
of each Diocese. 

9. Every motion to be brought forward at the Annual Synod 
must be intimated to the Bishop and to the Synod Clerk. 
This must be done not less than twenty-one days before the 
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Meeting of Synod ; and every motion so notified to the Synod 
Clerk must be communicated by him to all the Clergy of the 
Diocese not less than fourteen days before the Meeting. The 
Bishop, however, may, on emergencies, allow the introduction 
of a motion without previous notice, and has the power in Synod 
of preventing the discussion of any matter. 

10. The proceedings of every Diocesan Synod shall be open 
to all the Male Communicants resident in the Diocese, except 
under special circumstances, of which the Bishop shall be judge, 
and every such Layman shall be allowed to address the Synod 
upon the subject which may happen to be under discussion, with 
the permission of the Bishop. 

11. No resolution of the Synod shall have any force or effect 
unless sanctioned by the Bishop. 



CANON XXVII. 

©f lEpteopal Sgnota. 

1. The Episcopal Synod shall consist of all Diocesan Bishops 
of this Church, and of such other Bishops as may be qualified 
as members in terms of Canon VI. 

2. A stated meeting of the Episcopal Synod shall be holden 
once in every year, on such day and at such place as the majority 
of the Bishops shall determine. 

3. The Primus shall have the power of calling a special meet- 
ing of the Episcopal Synod whenever the circumstances of the 
Church seem to him to require it, and, in concurrence with a 
majority of the Bishops, of fixing the time and place at which 
such meeting shall be held. 

4. The majority of the other Bishops shall have the power of 
requiring the Primus to call a meeting of the Episcopal Synod 
whenever the circumstances of the Church seem to them to de- 
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mand it ; and if the Primus shall refuse to call such meeting, 
and to be present at it, they may meet and act without him, 
due notice being given by them to him and to the other Bishops 
of the time and place of said meeting. 

5. Unless four Bishops be present at the meeting of an Epis- 
copal Synod, no business shall be transacted. 

6. All Synodal Meetings of the Bishops shall be open to the 
public, under such regulations as they may adopt for the main- 
tenance of order ; but it shall be in the power of the Bishops, 
for sufficient, reasons, by a resolution entered in their minutes, 
to exclude the public during the whole or part of their proceed- 
ings in any particular case : Provided always that all judgments 
and other deliverances of the Synod shall in every case be 
announced in public. 

7. Intimation in writing of all business to be brought before 
the Synod shall be given by the Primus to each Bishop not less 
than one week prior to the meeting. 

8. Every matter brought before the Episcopal Synod shall be 
decided by the majority of the Bishops present. In the case of 
an equality of votes (except as provided in Canon III., section 11), 
the presiding Bishop shall not have a casting vote in addition 
to his deliberative vote. In such case, when the matter has 
come up from a Diocesan Synod, the sentence appealed against 
shall be held to be affirmed, and when the matter is one of 
original jurisdiction, it shall be held to be rejected. 

9. The Episcopal Synod shall receive and finally determine 
all appeals against the resolutions and decisions of the Bishops 
in their Diocesan Synods. 

10. The Episcopal Synod shall receive and finally decide 
upon all accusations brought under Canon XLIII. against any 
Bishop of this Church. 
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CANON XXVIII. 
©f (Enteral JSgnctog. 

1. A General Synod shall be called by the Bishops, when a 
majority of their number shall decide that the circumstances of 
the Church require it. The time and place of meeting having 
been determined by the College of Bishops, the Synod shall be 
convened by the Primus issuing a mandate (in the form of 
Appendix No. XVII.), together with a general intimation as 
far as may be of the purposes for which the General Synod is 
summoned; the said mandate to be issued at least three months 
before the time of meeting. 

2. The General Synod shall consist of two Chambers, and it 
shall be held at such time and place as the College of Bishops 
shall direct. 

3. The members of the Episcopal College shall constitute the 
First Chamber. 

4. The Dean of each Diocese, the Warden of Trinity College, 
Glenalmond, and (should the two offices not be united) the 
Pantonian Professor of Theology (not being members of the 
First Chamber), and the Representatives of the Clergy of each 
Diocese, as after mentioned, shall constitute the Second 
Chamber. 

5. In every Diocese there shall be one representative for 
every ten electors or fraction of ten. The electors shall be 
those defined in Canon III., section 5, and the representatives 
shall be selected from their number. 

6. When for any two candidates there is an equality of votes, 
the candidate senior by institution in the Diocese shall be held 
to be elected. 

7. The election of representatives shall be held at a meeting 
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of the Clergy entitled to vote, convened for the purpose, at 
which the Dean shall preside. Vote by proxy shall be allowed, 
provided that a medical certificate, declaring the voter's inability 
to attend on account of sickness, accompanies the written proxy. 
Within three days after the election the Dean shall make a 
return of the representative or representatives to the Primus. 
At least ten days before the assembling of the General Synod, 
the Primus shall issue a summons to all the members, stating 
the time and place of meeting. 

8. No collegiate charge, constituted as such within six 
months previous to the election of a Eepresentative, shall 
qualify the last instituted Incumbent to vote at such election. 

9. On the day appointed, Divine Service, including a Cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion, shall be held, and a sermon 
preached, the Preacher being appointed by the College of 
Bishops. All the members of the Second Chamber shall appear 
at this Service vested in surplices. The Synod shall be con- 
stituted immediately after Divine Service, and shall then adjourn 
to the chambers provided for it. 

10. In the First Chamber the Primus, or in his absence the 
Bishop senior by consecration, shall preside, and shall have a 
casting as well as a deliberative vote. 

11. At the commencement of each General Synod the Second 
Chamber shall elect, by a majority of the whole members pre- 
sent, one of their number to be Prolocutor, who shall have a 
casting as well as a deliberative vote, and also another to be 
Pro-Prolocutor, who shall preside in the absence of the Pro- 
locutor, and shall possess his privileges. 

12. The First Chamber shall appoint an officer, not of their 
own number, who shall act as Clerk, and who shall also convey 
to the Second Chamber any messages which the First Chamber 
may have to communicate. 

13. The First ©hamber, whenever they consider it desirable, 
may require a conference with the Second Chamber. 
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14. The Second Chamber, whenever they consider it desirable, 
may request a conference with the First Chamber. 

15. The Prolocutor of the Second Chamber shall at all times 
have free admission to the First Chamber when the Second 
Chamber desires to make any communication. 

16. The Second Chamber shall appoint an officer, not of their 
own number, to act as Clerk. 

17. Any Member of the First Chamber who neglects to 
attend a General Synod, without sending to the Primus, prior, 
if possible, to the day of meeting, a sufficient excuse, shall incur 
such censure by his colleagues in office as his conduct may 
appear to them to deserve. 

18. If any member of the Second Chamber shall neglect to 
attend a General Synod, the fact of his absence shall be reported 
in writing by the Prolocutor to the Bishop of the Diocese to 
which he belongs, who shall, in Diocesan Synod, take such 
measures as the case may require. 

19. The General Synod shall have no judicial power, either 
primarily or on appeal, but its functions shall be purely 
legislative. 

20. One month at least before the meeting of the General 
Synod, there shall be published, under the authority of the 
College of Bishops, and in such manner as they shall direct, a 
notice of the business to be transacted, together with the rules 
of procedure to be observed in the said Synod. The said notice 
shall include such matters as the College of Bishops may think 
fit to bring forward, and also any question involving legislation 
which a Diocesan Synod, by intimation sent to the Clerk of the 
College of Bishops at least two months before the meeting of the 
General Synod, shall have presented as in its opinion worthy to 
be considered ; provided it be not decided by a majority of the 
Bishops that such question ought not to be entertained. No 
question, not included in the foresaid notice of business, shall be 
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brought forward at the General Synod, without the consent of 
at least three-fourths of those present in each Chamber. 

21. The General Synod shall have power to alter, amend, and 
abrogate the Canons in force, and to enact new Canons, pro- 
vided that such alterations, amendments, abrogations, and new 
Canons be in conformity with the recognised constitution of this 
Church ; and such enactments shall oblige as well the minority 
in the said Synod as all members of the Church. 

22. No law or canon shall be enacted, abrogated, or altered 
but by a majority of each Chamber. 

23. At the conclusion of the business of a General Synod, 
the proceedings shall be authenticated by the. signatures of the 
Primus and of the Prolocutor, in presence of the Synod. There- 
after, a Committee shall be appointed by the two Chambers 
jointly, to cause the enactments of the Synod, together with such 
other parts of the proceedings as the Synod shall have ordered 
to be published, to be carefully printed, for the general use of 
the Church ; and the said Committee shall transmit to each 
Bishop a copy of the Canons and proceedings so printed, for the 
information of the Diocesan Synods; and each Bishop shall 
notify, in such manner as he thinks fit, to all the Congregations 
in his Diocese, the alterations that have been made in the Code 
of Canons. 



CANON XXIX. 

@f tfje uge of tfje Book of (Common -^rager ftt tfje Celebration of 
19 (fame raorafn'p antr Stommtetratton of tfje Sacramento antr 
otfjer Eiteg antr (Eeremomeg of tfte Cljurcfj. 

Whereas in the Preface to the first Beformed Prayer Book 
of the Church of England (1549), it was provided, in order to 
remove the inconveniences arising from " diversity " in the 
celebration of Divine Worship, that " henceforth all the whole 
Bealm shall have but one use ; " and whereas in consequence 
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of the communion and intercourse that exist between the 
Churches of England and Ireland and the Episcopal Church in 
Scotland, it is expedient to have as little diversity as may be 
between the practice of this Church and that of the Sister 
Churches of the United Kingdom in the use of Divine Offices ; 
and whereas, the English Book of Common Prayer is, and has 
been for many years past, in general use amongst us, not only 
for the performance of Morning and Evening Service, but for 
the administration of the Sacraments and other Eites and 
Ceremonies of the Church ; it is hereby enacted that the said 
Book of Common Prayer, as now authorised according to the 
Sealed Books, is, and shall be held to be, the Service Book 
of this Church, for all the purposes to which it is applicable ; 
and that no Clergyman shall be at liberty to depart from it in 
Public Prayer and administration of the Sacraments, or in the 
performance of other Divine Offices, except so far as the circum- 
stances of this Church require, and as specified in the Canons 
of this Church. 



CANON" XXX. 

©f fffolg Communion. 

1. Whereas the Episcopal Church in Scotland, under the 
guidance of divers learned and orthodox Bishops, has long 
adopted and extensively used a Form for the Celebration of the 
Holy Communion, known by the name of the " Scotch Com- 
munion Office," it is hereby enacted that the adoption of the 
Book of Common Prayer as the Service Book of this Church 
shall not affect the practice of the Congregations of this Church 
which now use the said Scotch Communion Office. In such 
Congregations the use of the said Scotch Communion Office 
shall be continued, unless the Incumbent and a majority of the 
Communicants shall concur in disusing it. 

2. The Office of the Book of Common Prayer shall be used 
in all new Congregations, unless the majority of the applicants 
mentioned in Canon XX., section 1, shall declare to the Bishop 
at the time of sending their resolutions to him that they desire 
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the use of the Scotch Office in the new Congregation, in which 
case the Bishop shall sanction such use. The use of the said 
Office shall be continued in such Congregation, unless the 
Clergyman and a majority of the Communicants shall concur in 
disusing it. 

3. Whenever it may appear to the Bishop that any undue 
influence has been exercised in an application for the use of the 
Scotch Office, it shall be in his power to refuse such application, 
subject to an appeal to the Episcopal Synod. 

4. At all Consecrations, Ordinations, and Synods, the Com- 
munion Office of the Book of Common Prayer shall be used. 

5. In every Congregation the Holy Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper shall be administered on the Great Festivals of the 
Church, and at least once in every month, except under special 
circumstances, to be approved of by the Bishop. 

6. In the use of either the Scotch or English Office, no 
amalgamation, alteration, or interpolation whatever shall take 
place. 

7. Every Clergyman shall observe the Eubrics applicable to 
the Office used. 

8. When persons join a Congregation, with the intention 
of remaining therein, they shall, previously to receiving Holy 
Communion, produce, if required by the Clergyman, from the 
Incumbent of the Congregation to which they previously be- 
longed, or, in the event of the Incumbency of that Congrega- 
tion being vacant, from a Communicant of this Church, an 
attestation that they are Communicants in the Episcopal 
Church. 



CANON XXXI. 
©f ffl&ine Serine*. 
1. In every Congregation where the officiating Minister has 
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not more than one charge, there shall be both Morning and 
Evening Service on every Lord's Day, unless the Bishop of the 
Diocese shall grant a dispensation. 

2. The Lessons to be read at Morning and Evening Prayer 
shall be those authorised in the Sealed Books, or those appointed 
in the Lectionary recently authorised by the Church of England. 
It shall be in the power of each Bishop in his Diocese, subject to 
such restrictions as the Episcopal Synod may impose, to issue 
Forms of Prayer and appoint special Psalms and Lessons for such 
particular occasions as may seem to require them. It shall also 
be in the power of the Bishop to sanction, by writing under his 
hand, the omission on ordinary Week Days and the Lesser 
Festivals of such portions of the Order for Morning or Evening 
Prayer as he may think fit. 

3. If any Clergyman shall conduct Public Worship in any 
Church within the Diocese, or preach or lecture in any conse- 
crated or licensed place without using the Service of the 
Church, or such shortened Service as is authorised by section 
2 of this Canon ; or if any Clergyman shall carry on publicly 
in any unlicensed place any Eeligious Service after the Bishop 
shall have signified his objection thereto in writing, he shall, 
for the first offence, be admonished by his Bishop, and if he 
thereafter repeat the offence, he shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be suspended for such time as the Bishop may deem fit. 

4. No Hymn, or Collection of Hymns, shall be hereafter 
introduced into the public services of any Congregation with- 
out the sanction of the Bishop of the Diocese. 



CANON XXXII. 

©I tfje proper Clerical ITegtmentg in performing tfje ©ffice* of tlje 

Cljurcfj. 

In publicly reading Prayers, in celebrating and administering 
Holy Communion, in administering Baptism, and performing 
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the other occasional Offices of the Church, the Vestments ordi- 
narily now in use in this Church, and none other, shall be held 
to be the proper Clerical Vestments for Priests and Deacons. 



CANON XXXIII. 

©£ tfje t»ue Care of Cfjurcfje* ; of refcerent JSefjabtour anto &ttentum 

in time of JBtfune Serbtce* 

1. All proper care shall be taken of the places of Public 
Worship, and every endeavour shall be used to keep them 
decent, clean, and in good repair ; and no Church, nor any place 
consecrated or set apart for Public Worship, shall be used for 
any purpose not religious or ecclesiastical. 

2. All persons attending Divine Service shall bow devoutly 
at the name of Jesus, especially in the Creeds ; and when the 
Minister announces the Gospel for the day, the people, rising 
up, shall devoutly say or sing, " Glory be to Thee, God." 
And, after the Gospel, the people may in like manner say or 
sing, " Thanks be to Thee, Lord, for this Thy glorious GospeL" 



CANON XXXIV. 

©f f^olg ftaptfem. 

1. In the administration of the Sacrament of Baptism the 
Sponsors shall always, if possible, be Communicants. 

2. In default of other Godfathers and Godmothers, the Parents 
of the child may be admitted in that capacity, and in cases of 
necessity, of which the Clergyman shall be judge, one Sponsor 
shall be deemed sufficient. 

3. The Clergy shall admonish parents of the propriety of 
bringing their children to be baptized in the Church where they 
usually attend Divine Service. But when the celebration of 
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this Sacrament in a private house is unavoidable, the Minister 
shall adhere to the form prescribed for Public Baptism, except in 
cases of extreme danger, or in cases of necessity, of which the 
Clergyman shall be judge, when the form of Private Baptism 
shall be used as directed in the Book of Common Prayer. 

4. When a person who applies to be admitted into the Com- 
munion of this Church shall express a doubt of the validity of 
the Baptism which he has received, the Clergyman to whom the 
application is made may baptize the person in the form of words 
prescribed in the Book of Common Prayer in cases of doubt : 
" If thou art not already baptized, JV*., I baptize thee in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen." 



CANON XXXV. 

®i ftafcc&femjj. 

The Clergy shall set apart a due portion of time on Sundays 
and other convenient days, and especially during the season of 
Lent, for examining and instructing the younger members of 
the Congregation in the Catechism contained in the Book of 
Common, Prayer. It shall nevertheless be in the power of the 
Bishop to allow a Clergyman to omit catechising on Sundays 
when he may deem it to be expedient. No other Catechism 
shall be taught unless it be sanctioned by the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

CANON XXXVI. 
©f tlje ©rtrinance of Confirmation, ot 3Lagtng on of f^anto*. 

1. Every Bishop shall at least once in three years administer 
the ordinance of Confirmation for every Congregation of his 
Diocese. If at any time the Bishop be unable to perform this 
duty personally, he shall commission some other Bishop to act 
in his stead. 

2. The Bishop shall give due notice to every Clergyman of 
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the time and place at which a Confirmation is to be held for 
members of his Congregation, and the Clergyman shall use his 
best endeavours to prepare those of his Congregation who are 
fit to receive this Holy Ordinance. 

3. At the time of Confirmation, or prior to it, if the Bishop 
so require, the Clergyman shall give to the Bishop a list of the 
persons to be presented for Confirmation, and shall answer any 
question that may be put to him by the Bishop respecting their 
ages and qualifications. 

4. A certificate of Confirmation, signed by the Bishop, shall 
be given to each person who has been confirmed. 



CANON XXXVII. 

©I fijolg JHatrimong. 

1. No Clergyman of this Church shall solemnise Matrimony 
until he lias been satisfied that the law of Scotland relating to 
Proclamation of Banns has been duly complied with. 

2. No Clergyman shall knowingly join in Matrimony persons 
who are within the forbidden degrees. (See Appendix No. 
XVIII.) 

3. In the solemnisation of Holy Matrimony the Bubrical 
Directions of the Book of Common Prayer shall be complied 
with, so far as the circumstances of this Church will permit. 



CANON XXXVIIL 

<&t Flotation at tfje Sirft, ant Burial af tfje JBeafc. 

1. Every Clergyman shall visit the sick members of his 
Congregation, and administer all suitable comfort and instruc- 
tion, either according to the Order for Visitation of the Sick, as 

D 
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appointed in the Book of Common Prayer, or in such other way 
as he shall think most needful and convenient. 

2. When the Prayers of the Congregation are desired in be- 
half of any sick member, the Clergyman may give notice of the 
same before he begins the Litany, or before the Prayer for all 
Conditions of Men, and may insert the words " especially those 
for whom our prayers are desired," after the words " sick 
persons," in the Suffrage of the Litany ; or he may, before the 
General Thanksgiving, use the Collect appointed for the Com- 
munion of the Sick, inserting after the words " visited with 
Xfrine hand," the words "for whom our prayers are desired;" 
or he may use any other of the prayers in the Order for the 
Visitation of the Sick, as the case may seem to require. 

3. At the Burial of the Dead the Eubrical Directions of the 
Book of Common Prayer shall b§ complied with, so far as the 
circumstances of this Church will permit. 



CANON XXXIX. 

©i 3Lag Eeatoerg an* CatecJjfete. 

1. Any Bishop may appoint Lay Eeaders and Catechists to 
read the Common Prayer and Holy Scriptures in such places 
within his Diocese as he may deem expedient. 

2. Every Candidate for this office shall be required to ex- 
hibit to the Bishop testimonials from not fewer than two 
Communicants of the Church, that he hath lived piously, 
soberly, and honestly for the space of three yegxs last past, and 
is a^ faithful and obedient Member of the Church. 

ft Every such Candidate shall affix his signature to this 
Canon on his appointment, and he shall submit to all the 
regulations which the Bishop may prescribe. 

4. The Bishop may cancel his appointment whenever he shall 
see fit. 
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5. Catechists and Lay Eeaders shall not minister to the 
Members of existing Congregations, except with the consent 
and under the direction of the Incumbents thereof. 



CANON XL. 

©f Bejjfeterg to it ftept tg (HcrjQmten. 

1. Every Clergyman of this Church in charge of a Congre- 
gation shall keep and carefully preserve correct Eegisters of 
Baptisms, Marriages, and Burials, of persons confirmed, and 
of the number of Communicants at the several Celebrations. 

2. Every such Begister shall be the property of the Congre- 
gation, and the Clergyman in. charge of the Congregation shall 
have the custody thereof, and be responsible for it. 

3. The Clergyman shall produce every such Begister to the 
Bishop when required by him so to db. 

4. In the event of a Congregation becoming extinct, the- 
Bishop shall provide that the Eegisters thereof shall be handed 
over to the Diocesan Eegistran.

All National Fasts and Thanksgivings enjoined by authority 
shall in this Church be religiously observed ; and every Bishop 
shall give directions to his Clergy as to the form of Prayer 
which they are to use on such occasions. 



CANON XLII. 
©f tfje J&epregentati&e CfjutcJ) Council 
1. The Eepresentative Church Council, the formation of 
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which was resolved upon at a Conference of Clergy and Laity 
of this Church, convened by the College of Bishops in June 
1875, and the Constitution of which was formally accepted by 
the College of Bishops by a resolution dated 9th October 1876, 
is recognised as the organ of the Church, in matters of finance 
only ; provided always that no alteration of the said Constitution 
shall be valid unless submitted to and approved of by the 
Episcopal Synod. 

2. In every Congregation of this Church a collection shall be 
made at least once a year, by means of the Offertory, in aid 
of the fuiids at the disposal of the Bepresentative Church 
Council. 



CANON XLT1I. 

©f 2tccugationg again*! BfeJjop*. 

1. No accusation against a Bishop, whether it be for im- 
moral conduct, behaviour unbecoming the character and office 
of a Bishop, or any offence against these Canons, or whether 
it be for heresy or false doctrine, shall be received, unless it 
proceed from three or more persons, being Male Communicants 
twenty-one years of age or upwards, and of whom one at least 
must be an instituted or licensed Clergyman of this Church. 

2. An accusation of heresy or false doctrine,- in order to be 
relevant, must aver that the accused has within the two years 
immediately preceding the date of accusation taught, published, 
or otherwise publicly promulgated doctrines or opinions sub- 
versive of or opposed to the teaching of this Church, as expressed 
in her formularies and Thirty-Nine Articles. 

3. All intimations and citations under this Canon shall be 
deemed to be duly served if a copy thereof is left at the ordi- 
nary place of residence of the accused, and if he has no known 
place of residence in Scotland, at that of his agent ; but in case 
the accused has left such place of residence, and has no known 
place of residence, and has not intimated to the Primus, or if 
there be no Primus, to the Senior Bishop, the name and ad- 
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dress of his agent, then the intimation or citation shall be 
held to be duly served upon him by a copy thereof being 
affixed to the door of each of the several Churches or Chapels 
within his Diocese. 

4. The accusation shall be entitled " Articles of Presentment." 

5. The articles of presentment must be transmitted to the 
Primus, or if there be no Primus, to the Senior Bishop ; but if 
the Primus, or Senior Bishop, there being no Primus, be the 
accused, the articles of presentment shall in either of these cases 
be transmitted to the next Senior Bishop. 

6. Along with the articles of presentment, the prosecutors 
must transmit a minute of reference and agreement to the effect 
that the judgment of the said Episcopal Synod, in all matters 
contained in the articles of presentment, shall be held to be 
final, and that no appeal -of any kind will be taken by them, or 
any of them, to any court, civil or ecclesiastical ; to the terms 
of which minute of reference and agreement the accused shall 
be held, by his previous subscription to these Canons, to con- 
sent and agree. 

7. The prosecutors shall, within three days after the articles 
of presentment have been lodged, transmit to the Primus ten 
copies of the same, who shall, immediately after receiving them, 
furnish one of said copies to each of the Bishops. Along with 
the ten copies of the articles of presentment hereby required 
to be sent to the Primus, intimation shall be made to him 
of the name and address of some person to whom all neces- 
sary communications in the cause shall be made as the agent 
of the prosecutors. 

8. It shall be competent to the accused, at any time within 
fourteen days from the time of receiving the articles of pre- 
sentment, to lodge with the Primus such defences in writing as 
he may think fit to give in ; it being, nevertheless, competent 
to the Primus, or if there be no Primus, to the Senior Bishop, 
on sufficient cause shewn, to prorogate the time for lodging 
such defences : Provided always, that whenever the accused 
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intends to bring forward any matter of special defence, as that 
term is interpreted in the law of Scotland, he shall state the 
same in writing, as above provided. Along with the principal 
defence shall be lodged twelve copies thereof, one of which shall 
be transmitted forthwith by the Primus to each of the Bishops, 
and three copies to the prosecutors' agent. 

9. A meeting of the Episcopal Synod shall be held within 
three months from the date of the receipt of the articles of 
presentment for the purpose of disposing of the accusation, at 
which meeting the prosecutor and the accused shall be cited to 
appear on the thirtieth day next after receiving written intima- 
tion thereof; but it shall be in the power of the Episcopal Synod, 
if they see cause, to adjourn for a period .not exceeding three 
months further. 

10. In all trials oinder this Canon the Episcopal Synod shall 
have the assistance of a competent legal assessor. 

11. If the accused do not appear after citation, as herein- 
before provided, and no sufficient reason, in the opinion of the 
Episcopal Synod, is assigned for his absence, .the Episcopal 
Synod shall direct that he be cited again, on inducise of four- 
teen days, *to appear, and that on a day not later than one 
month after the previous meeting ; and if he shall not appear 
after the second citation, and yet no sufficient reason, in the 
opinion of the Episcopal Synod, has been assigned for his ab- 
sence, he «hall be held as confessed, and the Episcopal Synod 
shall proceed to pronounce sentence upon him as the case may 
require, which shall be final and conclusive, and no appeal shall 
be competent to any court. 

12. If the accused appear, he shall be entitled to state any 
objections to the relevancy of the articles of presentment, and 
the prosecutors shall be entitled to reply thereto. The Episcopal 
Synod shall then give judgment on the relevancy, in the manner 
herein-after prescribed for a judgment on the merits, and the 
same shall be entered on record. 

13. Should the accused appear and refuse to plead, he shall 
be held as pleading not guilty. 
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14. The prosecutors, or one of them, and the accused, shall be 
present during the trial, and they shall each of them be entitled 
to have the assistance of one or more friends or legal advisers 
to conduct the trial in their behalf. 

15. The pleas of the accused having l>een recorded, and the 
evidence on both sides having been closed, the prosecutors, either 
one of them personally, or through his friend ot legal adviser, 
may address the Synod in support of the articles of presentment, 
and the accused, either personally or through his friend or legal 
adviser, may in like manner reply. 

16. Every witness, before he is examined, shall t>e '-asked to 
make and sign the following declaration, to be filed "with the 
Records of the Synod : — 

" I, A. £., a witness at the trial of 
now pending before the Episcopal Synod, do most solemnly 
declare, in the presence of Almighty God, and as I shall answer 
to God at the Great Day of Judgment, that the evidence I 
am about to give shall be the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth." 



17. The evidence on both sides shall be taken down in 
writing, and signed by the witnesses. 

18. The Episcopal Synod having heard and duly weighed the 
whole proceedings, shall pronounce judgment, which shall be 
then and there entered upon the minutes of the Synod, and 
signed by the Primus, or the Senior Bishop acting as such. 

19. The judgment of the Episcopal Synod in all proceedings 
under this Canon shall be final and conclusive. 



CANON XLIV. 

©f accuaattottg against Pregbgterg ant JBeacong* 

1 . All accusations against a Priest or Deacon shall be made to 
the Bishop in a writing, wherein shall be specified all the 
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particulars of time, place, and circumstances known to the 
accuser or accusers, and signed by him or them, intimation 
being made, in the event of there being more than one accuser, 
of the name and address of some person to whom all necessary 
communication in the cause shall be made, as the agent of the 
accusers. 

2. An accusation inferring heresy or false doctrine must 
proceed from three or more Male Communicants, twenty-one 
years of age or upwards. An accusation inferring immoral 
conduct, behaviour unbecoming the character and office of a 
Clergyman, or any other offence against these Canons, may be 
made by any Male Communicant, twenty-one years of age or 
upwards. Conviction before a civil court of a criminal offence 
shall be held to constitute a ground on which a Clergyman shall 
be liable to be removed from his incumbency or charge. And 
the authenticated evidence given in a civil court, and published 
as such, in any cause affecting a Clergyman of this Church, shall 
be held to be evidence receivable before any ecclesiastical court, 
in case of his being canonically proceeded against. 

3. If, without any formal accusation made in terms of sec- 
tions 1 and 2 of this Canon, a Bishop shall have reason to be- 
lieve that any one of his Clergy is faulty in any matter, if it 
be of small importance, not implying a grave delinquency, the 
Bishop shall deal privately with him, as an erring brother, and 
remonstrate with him about his error ; but if such remonstrance 
be neglected, or if the fault be of a grave or scandalous nature, 
then the Bishop shall put in writing, in the forin of an accusa- 
tion, all the particulars of time, place, and circumstances of the 
alleged delinquency, so far as known or reported to him, and he 
may either issue a commission, as provided in section 4 of this 
Canon, or he may proceed at once to try the Clergyman in 
manner after mentioned. 

4. When an accusation is made in terms either of sections 1 
and 2 or of section 3 of this Canon, the Bishop may, if he think 
fit, grant a commission under his hand to any three persons 
selected by him to make inquiry into the grounds of such 
accusation ; provided always, that if the accusation infers heresy 
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or false doctrine, such commission shall consist entirely of 
Clergymen ; and provided further, that it shall be competent to 
the Bishop to order a trial upon accusation made as aforesaid, 
without previously issuing a commission. 

5. No accusation against a Presbyter or Deacon shall be re- 
ceived unless made within a period of two years from the time 
of the alleged offence being committed. 

6. If the accusation shall affect the Synod- Clerk, the Senior 
Incumbent, not being Dean, nor involved in the accusation, 
shall discharge all duties directed in this Canon to be done by 
the Synod Clerk. 

7. In all cases where a commission is issued, written intima- 
tion thereof, and a copy of the accusation made, shall be trans- 
mitted by the Bishop, by registered letter through the post-office, 
to the accused, at his last known residence, at least fourteen 
days before the issuing of such commission. 

8. All intimations and citations under this Canon, except as 
is otherwise expressly provided, shall be' deemed to be duly 
served if a copy thereof is left at the ordinary place of residence 
of the accused, and if he has no known place of residence in 
Scotland, at that of his agent; but in case the accused has left 
such place of residence, and has no known place of residence, 
and has not intimated to the Bishop the name and address of 
his agent, then the intimation or citation shall be held to 
be duly served upon him by a copy of such intimation or 
citation being affixed to the most public door of the Church or 
Chapel or other building w T ithin which he had been licensed to 
officiate. 

9. The commission shall inquire w r h ether there are prima 
facie grounds for further proceedings upon the accusation in 
such w r ay as they shall deem proper, and shall return to the 
Bishop an opinion thereon in writing, along with a copy of the 
evidence taken. Such opinion and evidence laid before the 
Bishop shall be held to be of a confidential nature, and only for 
the use of the Bishop and' the person or persons appointed to 
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prosecute, and shall not be produced at the trial by any one, or 
in any other proceedings. 

10. If at any period in the course of proceedings under this 
Canon, the accused shall in writing make an admission of guilt, 
and offer to submit to whatever sentence may be pronounced 
against him, the Bishop shall have power to dispose of the case, 
on the basis of the admission made, in such way as shall seem 
good to him; provided always that no sentence pronounced 
under such circumstances shall exceed what the Bishop would 
have been warranted in imposing, had the accusation been 
proved after a trial regularly concluded. 

11. The accusation, admission, and submission of the accused, 
and the sentence, signed by the Bishop, shall be entered in the 
minute-book of the Diocesan Synod, and read at the next meet- 
ing of the said Synod, and it shall be intimated to the accused, 
by a copy being served in manner provided in section 8 of this 
Canon; and no appeal shall be competent, except an the plea 
that the sentence is in excess of the Bishop's power. 

12. If, after accusation made, the Bishop shall neither insti- 
tute an inquiry by commission, nor proceed to try the accused, 
he shall intimate his resolution to the accuser, or accusers, as 
the case may be, in writing, within thirty days after receipt of 
the accusation; and in such case it shall be competent to the 
accuser or accusers to appeal to the Episcopal Synod, who, if 
they think fit, may remit to the Bishop to proceed : Provided 
always, that notice of the intention to appeal shall have been 
given in writing to the Bishop of the Diocese within seven days, 
and that an appeal, together with a copy of the accusation, 
shall have been lodged with the Primus within thirty days 
after receipt of the Bishop's resolution : Provided further, that 
the appellants shall, along with such appeal, lodge with the 
Clerk of the Episcopal Synod a bond of caution, signed by the 
accuser or accusers, and at least one other person, to the 
satisfaction of the Chancellor of the Diocese in which the 
case originated, for all expenses incurred, or to be incurred, in 
consequence of said appeal, 
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13. If the commission report that in their opinion there are 
no prima facie grounds for further proceedings, the Bishop 
shall intimate the result to the accuser or accusers, and the 
matter shall there take end. 

14. If the commission report that in their opinion there are 
jmrna facie grounds for further proceedings, the Bishop shall, 
within three days after receipt of such opinion, intimate the 
result to the accuser or accusers, and authorise the trial of the 
accused; and the accuser or accusers shall then be entitled 
to proceed against the accused, and he or they shall, within 
seven days thereafter, state to the Bishop his or their intention 
of doing so. The accuser or accusers shall then also be entitled 
to peruse the opinion and evidence laid before the Bishop by 
the commission. 

15. If the accuser or accusers shall decline or neglect to pro- 
ceed, or if the proceedings have been instituted by the Bishop 
proprio motu, the Bishop shall direct the Dean or some other fit 
person, lay or clerical, to act as prosecutor, in the same manner 
as the accuser oir accusers should have done. 

16. In every case where the Bishop has authorised or ordered 
a trial for immoral conduct or heresy, he may, if lie think fit, 
suspend the accused until the conclusion of the trial; but such 
suspension may be recalled by the Bishop at any earlier period. 

17. As soon as the Bishop has authorised or ordered a trial, 
the prosecutor or prosecutors shall substitute for the original 
accusation " Articles of Presentment," and an authenticated copy 
thereof shall be served on the accused within one month after 
the Bishop shall have authorised or ordered the trial as aforesaid. 

18. The prosecutor or prosecutors shall, within three days 
after such service, transmit to the Synod Clerk two copies of 
the articles of presentment, one of which he shall forthwith 
transmit to the Bishop, and the other he shall retain as part of 
the record. 

19. The accused may, at any time within fourteen days after 
receipt of the articles of presentment, lodge defences in writing 
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with the Synod Clerk, it being competent to the Bishop, on 
sufficient cause shewn, to prorogate the time for lodging such 
defences : Provided always, that whenever the - accused intends 
to plead a special defence, as that term is interpreted in the law 
of Scotland, he shall lodge the same in writing, as herein pro- 
vided. Along with the defence shall be lodged four copies, of 
which the Synod Clerk shall forthwith transmit one to the 
Bishop, two to the prosecutor or prosecutors, and a fourth he 
shall retain as a part of the record. 

20. As soon as the above recited steps of procedure have 
been completed, a meeting of the Diocesan Synod shall be 
called for the trial of the accused. 

21. The Synod shall be held at such place as the Bishop may 
appoint, and there shall be present at the trial the Chancellor 
of the Diocese, or some other competent person to act in his 
room, as assessor to the Bishop. It shall be in the power of 
the Bishop to exclude the public from the trial whenever he is 
of opinion that a regard to public decency or to public morals 
demand their exclusion. But in such a case the accused shall 
be entitled to have not more than twelve male adults present 
during his trial. 

22. When the Synod has been constituted, the Synod Clerk 
shall read the articles of presentment and any defences which 
niav have been lodged. 

23. If the accused do not appear after citation, as herein- 
before provided, and no sufficient reason in the opinion of 
the Bisliop in Synod is assigned for his absence, the Bishop 
shall direct that he be cited again to appear on a day not later 
than one month after the previous meeting, intimation of 
such day being made to him at least fourteen days previous; 
and if he shall not appear after the second citation, and yet 
no sufficient reason in the opinion of the Bishop in Synod is 
assigned for his absence, he shall be held as confessed, and the 
Bishop shall proceed to pronounce such sentence upon him as 
the case may require, which shall be final and conclusive, and 
not subject to appeal in any court, civil or ecclesiastical. 
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24. If the accused appear he shall be entitled to state any 
objections to the relevancy of the articles of presentment, and 
the prosecutor or prosecutors shall be entitled to reply thereto. 
The Bishop shall then 'give judgment on the relevancy, in 
manner herein-after prescribed to be done on the merits, and the 
same shall be entered on record. 

25. It shall be competent to either party to appeal from a 
judgment on the relevancy of the articles of presentment, pro- 
vided that notice of appeal be given to the Synod Clerk before 
the sitting of the Synod at which the judgment is pronounced 
is adjourned ; but notwithstanding such appeal, if the Bishop 
has found the articles of presentment relevant, the trial shall 
nevertheless proceed. 

26. If the articles of presentment be found irrelevant, and 
an appeal be entered against the Bishop's judgment on the 
relevancy, further proceedings shall be sisted until the appeal 
be disposed of. If the Episcopal Synod shall subsequently 
sustain the relevancy of the articles of presentment, the case 
shall be remitted to the Diocesan Synod, and the trial shall 
then proceed in the same manner as if the articles of present- 
ment had been originally found relevant. 

27. Should the accused appear and refuse to plead, he shall 
be held as pleading not guilty. 

28. The prosecutor or prosecutors, or one of them, and the 
accused, shall be present during the trial, and they shall each 
of them be entitled to have the assistance of one or more 
friends or legal advisers to conduct the trial in their behalf. 

29. The pleas of the accused having been recorded, and the 
evidence on both sides having been closed, the prosecutor, or 
one of the prosecutors, either personally or through his friend 
or legal adviser, may address the Synod in support of the 
articles of presentment, and the accused, either personally or 
through his friend or legal adviser, may in like manner reply. 

30. Every witness, before he is examined, shall be asked to 
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make and sign the following declaration, to be preserved with 
the Records of the Synod: — 

" I, A. B., a witness at the trial of 
now pending before the Synod of the Diocese of , 

do most solemnly declare, in the presence of Almighty God, 
and as I shall answer to God at the Great Day of Judgment, 
that the evidence I am about to give shall be the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth." 

31. The evidence on both sides shall be taken dow T n in 
writing, and signed by the witnesses. . 

32. After the evidence has been concluded, and the docu- 
mentary evidence has been produced, the record shall be closed, 
and the Bishop shall then call upon the Clergy for their 
opinions, according to the date of their institution or license in 
the Diocese, beginning with the senior. 

33. Every member of Synod, w;hen called on to state his 
opinion under these Canons, shall be- bound to do so to the best 
of his ability; and thereafter the Bishop, having heard and duly 
weighed the whole proceedings and opinions delivered, shall 
pronounce his judgment, which shall be then and there entered 
upon the minutes of the Synod, and signed by him. 

34. Either party may appeal to the Episcopal Synod from 
the Bishop's judgment pronounced under section 11, 25, or 34 
of this Canon, provided he shall lodge with the Clerk to the 
Episcopal Synod, within one month after the date of the Bishop's 
judgment, a " Note of Appeal," with " Beasons " annexed thereto, 
and shall intimate such appeal to the Synod Clerk w T ithin three 
days after the note of appeal has been lodged. 

35. A duplicate of all decisions, judgments, or sentences by 
the Bishop or Synod shall be prepared by the Synod Clerk, and 
signed by the Bishop, and such duplicate shall be put up along 
with the proceedings as part of the record. 

36. Upon such intimation of appeal being made to him, the 
Synod Clerk shall forthwith transmit the whole proceedings to 
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the Frimus, and every such appeal shall be heard at the next 
subsequent meeting of the Episcopal Synod, provided such 
meeting be not sooner than one month from the date of the 
judgment appealed from, unless the parties shall lodge a written 
consent with the said Clerk agreeing to its being heard within 
that time. 

37. The Synod Clerk shall be bound to furnish to either 
party applying to him a copy of the record, evidence, and judg- 
ment, at a rate not exceeding 6d. for every 250 words ; and the 
appellant shall be bound, within ten days after lodging his note 
of appeal, to lodge with the Clerk of the Episcopal Synod at 
least twelve printed copies of the same ; and the appellant shall 
likewise transmit to the respondent six printed copies of the 
same. 

38. In hearing all appeals under this Canon, the Episcopal 
Synod shall have the assistance of a competent Legal Assessor. 

39. The procedure before the Episcopal Synod shall be limited 
to the pleadings, evidence, and documents which were before 
the Diocesan Synod; provided always, that parties may be 
heard personally, or by their advisers, on such pleadings, evi- 
dence, and documents. 

40. The judgment of the Episcopal Synod in all appeals 
under this Canon shall be final and conclusive. 



CANON XLV. 

©it appeal*. 

1. No appeal to the Episcopal Synod shall be competent 
unless, within one month after the date of the judgment or the 
decision of the Bishop appealed against, the appellant or 
appellants shall lodge with the Clerk to the Episcopal Synod 
a written note of appeal, with reasons annexed thereto, signed 
by him or them, together with twenty printed copies of the 
same. The said Clerk to the Episcopal Synod shall, within one 
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week after receipt of such note of appeal, forward two of 
the copies thereof lodged with him to the Bishop against whose 
judgment or decision such appeal is taken, and two copies to 
the respondents in the appeal, if there be any. 

2. The Bishop against whose judgment or decision the appeal 
is taken, and the respondent or respondents in tfre appeal, if 
there be any, shall be entitled, within fourteen days after 
receipt of the note of appeal, or within such longer time, not 
exceeding one month, as the Primus may allow on special 
cause shewn to him, to lodge answers to such note of appeal 
with the Clerk to the Episcopal Synod; and whether such 
answers shall be lodged or not, the respondents shall be allowed 
to appear and support the judgment or decision appealed against. 
Any other person or persons claiming to have interest to appear 
to support either the appeal or the judgment or decision 
appealed against, shall be entitled to appear for that purpose, 
provided that notice is given by him or them to the Clerk to 
the Episcopal Synod of his or their intention to do so, at least 
six days before the day appointed for the hearing. Provided 
always, that it shall be in the discretion of the Episcopal Synod 
to decline to hear such other person or persons, if it shall be 
of opinion that he or they have no sufficient interest in the 
case. The decision of the Episcopal Synod on this point shall 
be final. 

3. At the time of lodging the appeal, or not less than four- 
teen days thereafter, the appellant or appellants shall lodge 
with the Clerk to the Episcopal Synod any documents on which 
they intend to found in support of their appeal, or authenti- 
cated copies thereof. 

4. In all appeals, except against a decision of the Bishop in 
the Diocesan Synod, the appellants shall, by a minute of sub- 
mission and agreement, bind themselves to pay, in the event 
of such appeal being dismissed with costs, such a sum as the 
Auditor of the Court of Session shall determine to be the 
reasonable amount of expenses incurred by the Episcopal 
Synod — including the payment of its assessor or assessors, if 
any — the Bishop whose judgment is appealed against, and the 
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respondent or respondents in the appeal, in the proceedings 
relative to such appeal. In fixing soldi amount the determina- 
tion of the Auditor shall be final. 

5. In all appeals against the judgment of the Bishop with 
regard to accusations against Priests or- Deacons, the Episcopal 
Synod shall have the assistance of one or more Legal Assessors, 
and, if the said Synod shall deem it advisable, of one or more 
Clerical Assessors. In all other appeals it shall be in the 
discretion of the Episcopal Synod whether they shall have the 
assistance of Assessors. The parties in any appeal shall be 
entitled to appear either personally or by counsel. 

6. If it shall appear at the hearing of any appeal that the 
parties are at variance with reference to any fact or facts 
necessary for its decision, and that such fact or facts are not 
sufficiently proved by the evidence produced, it shall be in the 
power of the Episcopal Synod to remit to any one or more of 
the Chancellors to receive and take such evidence, whether by 
the examination of witnesses or by calling for the production 
of documents, as the circumstances may require, and to transmit 
the report of such evidence to the Clerk to the Episcopal Synod 
six days before the day fixed for the next meeting of the 
Episcopal Synod for the continued hearing of the appeal. 

7. In all appeals against the judgment or decision of a 
Bishop, such Bishop shall be entitled to sit but not to vote in 
the Episcopal Synod, and to state by his Chancellor, or in the 
absence of the Chancellor by counsel, such reasons as he may 
think proper in support of his judgment or decision appealed 
against. 

8. For the purpose of hearing appeals, four Bishops, ex- 
clusive of the Bishop whose judgment or decision is appealed 
against, shall be the quorum of the Episcopal Synod, and in 
the case of equal division, the judgment appealed against shall 
stand.

CANON XLVI. 

©£ Jtotu'ctal Sentence*. 

1. The sentences competent to be pronounced by a Bishop or 
the Episcopal Synod for offences under these Canons are — (1.) 
Admonition ; (2.) Suspension ; (3.) Deprivation of a Pastoral 
Charge ; (4.) Degradation. 

2. The sentence of Admonition may be pronounced either 
verbally or in writing, and in public or in private, as the cir- 
cumstances of the case may seem to the Bishop to require. 

3. The sentence of Suspension shall always be in writing, 
and in all ordinary cases pronounced in Synod, and it shall 
always either specify on what terms, or at what time the penalty 
of Suspension shall cease; and if the Suspension shall be for a 
stated period, that period shall in no case exceed three years. 

4. The sentence of Degradation shall always be in writing, 
ajad pronounced in Synod, and it shall always set forth whether 
it implies degradation from a higher to a lower order in the 
Ministry only, or an entire deprivation of the office of the 
Ministry. 

5. All sentences, except the sentence of Admonition, pro- 
nounced verbally or in private, shall be recorded in the minute- 
book of the Synod, Diocesan or Episcopal, as the case may be, 
in which such sentence is pronounced. 

6. When an appeal is taken to the Episcopal Synod against 
any sentence pronounced by a Bishop under these Canons, it 
shall be in the power of the Episcopal Synod to modify such 
sentence, as well as to affirm or dismiss the appeal. 

CANON XLVII. 
©£ tfje Interpretation of tfjfe Cotie of Canon*. 

It is hereby declared that if any question should arise as to 
the interpretation of this Code of Canons, or of any part thereof, 
the general principles of Canon Law shall be alone deemed 
applicable thereto.

Whereas it hath pleased Almighty God, in His infinite wisdom and 
goodness, to take unto Himself the Soul of our Dear Brother the 
Right Reverend N., your late Ordinary and Diocesan (or, Whereas 
the Right Reverend M., your late Ordinary and Diocesan, has been 
translated to the Diocese of , or has resigned, or has been 

deposed), We, the Primus, in our own name and with the sanction of

our Colleagues, the Bishops of the Episcopal Church in Scotland, do 
hereby authorise and command you, the Clergy and Laity of the 
vacant Diocese who mav be entitled to vote in terms of Canons III. 
and TV. of the said Church, to repair, within two months from the 
date of the receipt of this Mandate by the Dean of the said Diocese 
of M., to such place within the Diocese as the said Dean shall appoint, 
and then and there to elect for your Bishop a man of blameless con- 
duct, orthodox in the faith, apt to teach, fit to govern, and having a 
good report as well of those who are without as of those within the 
pale of the Church. 

In the meantime, we exhort you, individually and collectively, to 
consider well the sacred nature of the trust which we now commit to 
you, and the importance of the election which you are to make ; and, 
having the fear of God and the peace of the Church perpetually in 
your view, to divest yourselves of all partiality and prejudice arising 
from any personal feeling, remembering that your choice will neces- 
sarily affect the interests, not of the Diocese of M. only, but also of 
the whole Church in Scotland. Upiscopatus unus est, cujus a singulis 
in solidum pars tenetur, is a proposition venerable, not merely for its 
antiquity and its author, but because on its truth rests the possibility 
of exercising any discipline in the Church Catholic. 

You are to have in view, therefore, not only the peace and good 
government of the Diocese of M., with which you are most intimately 
connected, but likewise the peace and harmony and good government 
of the whole Church. It is for securing the former of these objects 
that, when a Diocese becomes vacant, the Presbyters of the said 
Diocese and Laity therein, entitled to vote as aforesaid, have the 
privilege of electing their Bishop, and of presenting the person elected 
to the Bishops for Consecration; and it is for securing the latter, 
which is at least of equal importance, that the Bishops possess the 
right of either confirming or setting aside the election made by the 
said Presbyters and Laity.
